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Reds Launch New South Threat 
President Raps New Railroad Strike Call 
STATEMENT 
ON PLANS IS 
SLATED LATER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24—UP>— 
President Truman declared today 
the nationwide railroad strike was 
called within an hour after assur- 
ances to him that there would be 
no strike. 


He made It plain to a news con- 


ference that he felt he had not 
been dealt with fairly. 


As to what he intends to do, 
he said he would have a state- 
ment later. He refused to indi- 
cate whether he plans seizure. 
The unions have been urging 
this step for weeks. 
Truman said the strike was sud- 


den and unexpected. 
He said as- 


surances came to him from both 
the unions and the management 
that there would be no walkout. 
These assurances, he said, were 
given within an hour before the 
strike was called by the trainmen 
and conductors.

They set the walkout for 6 a. m. 


(local stardard time) next Monday. 


A reporter asked Truman who 


gave him the 
assurance 
there 


would be no strike. 


The railroad unions and the rail 
road managers—both', the Presi 
dent said emphatically. 
He sal 


they had given him that assurance 
frequently within the last two or 
three days, and within an hour be 
fore the strike was called. 


A reporter asked if he consider 


ed the tactics a "double cross." 


Truman told the reporter not to 
put words Into his mouth.

During the corresponding week 


a year ago 3,416 new cases were re- 
ported.

of 1949,' the worst polio year on 
record.

Russia Expands 
Training Camps 
For Reich Units 


FRANKFURT, 
Germany, Aug. 


24—UP)—Allied officials reported to- 
day that training camps for Rus- 
sia's Elite East German Army have 
been Increased from 11 to 50 in 
less than six months. 


This vast expansion 
indicates 


the Russians intend to build a 
huge ned "Red Wehrmacht" around 
this Communist armed force, the 
officials declared. 


This East German force of 50,- 


000 men has been trained as a 
cadre for a larger German army 
taking orders from Russia, they 
said. 
The officials gave this as- 


sessment of developments: 
The dark-uniformed, jack-boot- 


ed force could easily be expanded 
to 150,000 men, perhaps in a matter 
of weeks, with the increase 
In 


training facilities. 


A recent Allied assessment of 
Russian military power in Europe 
underscores the belief of military 
experts that the Russians could 
sweep to the Atlantic coast if they 
decided to launch an attack. But 
there are no Indications of an im- 
minent assault from the East. 


This is what late official reports 


from the Inside Red 
Germany 
show: 


The Russians have 270,000 troops 
there. 
Previous 
estimates 
had 


ranged from 200,000 
to 
300,000. 


Supporting this force Is the highly- 
trained East German Army of 50,- 
000 men. 
This gives the Soviets 


a total of 320,000 men ready for 
combat in Germany. 


Backing up this force are some 


500,000 hardened Russian troops in 
Austria, Poland and the Balkans.

MASSED DIVISIONS BEFORE 
TAEGU SLACKEN PRESSURE, 
SOME VEER TOWARD EAST

TOKYO, Friday, Aug. 25— UP)—A heavily ,armed Red division rolled 


eastward Thursday night toward American positions on the Korean, 
south coast. 


In three columns of men and machines the division moved up a new 


threat to the all-Important allied southeastern port of Pusan some 50 
miles away. 


The threat appeared In the south after pressure had eased on 
the 
central front above Tagu where probers for five Red divisions 
thrown back for five consecutive days. 


The 50,000 Red soldiers a dozen miles north of Taegu slanted away 


from their mountain positions, apparently looking for an easier avenue 
for a smash on Taegu.

"The people of China cannot tol- 
erate the action of armed aggres- 
sion by the United States Govern- 
ment on the territory of China," 
the radio quoted Chou's message 
to the UN. 


It went on to cite the presence of 


the seventh fleet and of some Am- 
erican air force contingents 
on 
Formosa, 


Chou charged that the American 
presence was "an open encroach- 
ment on the territory of the peo- 
ple's Republic of China" (the of- 
ficial name of the Red regime). 
He asserted It was direct armed 
aggression and was a total vio- 
lation of the UN Charter. 
Chou demanded that the security 


council condemn the U. S. Govern- 
ment "for its 
criminal 
act—and 


take immediate measures to bring 
about the complete withdrawal of 
all United States Invading forces 
from Taiwan (Formosa) and from 
other territories belonging to Chi- 
na."

The other Russian proposal was 
to have the council denounce what 
both Malik and North Korean au- 
thorities called 
the 
"barbarous, 
monstrous" bombings of North Ko- 
rean towns by U. S. planes. 
Council members have Indicated 
clearly that the majority would 
vote down both Malik's proposals. 
The first day he assumed the 
presidency Malik, by an 8-3 vote, 
lost an attempt to rule that the 
Chinese Nationalists were not the 
proper representaetlves of China. 
Since then the delegates have 
battled futllely, and spoken at 
length, but with no concrete ac- 
tion on the war. 
Malik on his side has stated he 
would veto the U. S. proposal of 
last month calling for the council 
to follow up its cease-fire and with- 
drawal order to the Red Koreans 
by denouncing them for continued 
UN defiance, and calling on all 
nations to refrain from 
aiding 
them. 


No one hopes for action on any 
of the three proposals until Brit- 
ain's Sir Gladwyn Jebb takes the 
chair Sept. 1 and restores the 
council to the normal 
procedure 
which Malik has blocked. 


Nor does 
anyone—outside 
the 
Russian delegation—seem to know 
if Malik will be on hand for coun- 
cil meetings when Jebb takes the 
chair, or if the Russian will re- 
sume his boycott. 
Stymied on achieving anything 
concrete over the past month, both 
Russia and the West have indulg- 
ed in a propaganda duel involving 
the whole Asiatic question. 
Each side has accused the other 


of ,aggression in Korea, and each 
side has denied the charges. 
The .council meets Friday and 
once or twice next week, but lit- 
tle is expected to be accomplished. 
If Malik stays in the council af- 
ter Sept. 1, he can beat the U. S. 
proposal with a veto. If he pulls 
out, anything the group orders will 
affect the North Koreans only as 
far as U. S. troops back up the 
council. The Korean Communists 
have been ignoring UN rulings for 
three years.

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Some Businesses 
Voice Objections 
To Prolits Levy

' 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—UP>—"If 


price and wage hikes are to be 
curbed, how about profits?" 


That cry is raised again in the 
Senate, 
after 
businessmen .had 
thought the excess profits tax 
proposal has been put off 
until 


next year. 


But when Congress went beyond 


the President's request and offer- 
ed his power to control prices and 
wages, the profits issue was reviv- 
ed. 
Now businessmen fear Con- 


gres might pile an exces profits 
tax upon the higher corporation 
Income tax rates already in the 
tax bill. 


Objections Offered. 


No businessman has gone on rec- 


ord as objecting to curbing war 
profiteering. But many think, there 
are better ways than by an excess 
profits tax. 
Objectors to euch a. tax make 


these points: 
1. There,are no war profits yet 


—in fact, few war orders yet, *-hd 
profits on these sould be rontroll- 
ed by renegotiation of contracts. 


2. An excess profit tax kills in- 


centive—plans'put forward so far 
call for' taking from 85 per' cent 
to 100 per cent of all profits class- 
ed as in excess of "normal," kill- 
Ing the profit motive for producing 
more. 
: 3. Such a tax encourages spend- 
ing and waste—companies 
say, 


"why should we save money bn our 
operations just to pay more taxes?" 


4. The )aw in the last war was 


full of injustices, placing 
some 


companies in a much more favor- 
able tax position than others. That 
is becaus? of the way an excess 
profit is determined. 


Two alternate ways are propos- 


ed, as in the last war: A.Corpora- 
tion's normal profit could be re- 
garded as the average of its earn- 
ings in a base period, possibly .the.' 
years of 1917 through 1949. Or, its 
invested capital could be taken 
as a base and a certain return on 
that investment allowed before an 
excess profit tax is applied. 


Examples Cited. 


Take the base of invested cap- 
ital. 
The railroads 
(many 
of 


whose earnings have been relative- 
ly low in the last three years) have 
high invested capital and 
would 


fare relatively well. 
But the natural gas pipeline com- 
panies might be hard hit . Under 
the law in the last war corpora- 
tions could only use BO per cent of 
their borrowed capital in figuring 
their investment for excess profits 
tax purposes. 
The. pipeline com- 


panies, however, are still expand- 
g at a great rate and are borrow- 
g large sums to finance these fa- 


cilities. 
They are asking Congress to al- 
low them to consider 100 per cent 
of such borrowed capital as their 
investment for tax purposes.

business enterprise owned 
or operated by one of these 
institutions, where the 
in- 


tent of the connection is es- 
sentially to provide a source 
of income for the institution, 
ought not be taxed like any 
privately owned or operated 
enterprise. The reason for 
wanting to tax these enter- 
prises must be rationalized 
with the reasons for exempt- 
ing the affected institutions 
themselves 
from 
income 


taxes. In most cases the 
question relates to colleges 
and universities, many of 
which have substantial un- 
related ousiness interests. 


As to the closing of a tax 


loophole,

Agriculture, an- 
nounced the action following an 
outbreak of anthrax, a highly con- 
tagious cattle deseaso. The quar- 
antine Is.to prevent spread of the 
disease into this state. 


"It had been going on about 10 
days before we heard of it," Hut- 
ton said. "We've got a guard on 
every bridge down ther/e. 


"As far as we know none of the 


infected animals got into Oklaho- 
ma." 


Counties under quarantine are 
Titus, Hopkins, 
Lamar, 
Delta, 
Bowie, Morris, 
Franklin, 
Hunt, 
Camp and Red River. 


Hutton said that Texas has not 


yet quarantined the counties but 
has sent men Into the area to vac- 
cinate every head of cattle within 
two miles of a herd known to be 
Infected. 


"I think they've got it pretty well 
under control" he said. "However, 
until we are sure it is stamped out, 
we will turn back every load of 
cattle that can't be proved to bo 
from some other part of Texas."

The weapon that mysteriously 


killed Mrs. J. B- Strange, a 62- 
year-old Oak Grove woman, has 
been located and Identified through 
ballistics 
tests, 
Sheriff 
David 


Castles revealed Tuesday night. 
No charges have been placed 
against the 32 calibre 
rifle's 
owner, hut an investigation is 
under way and the case may be 
turned over to the grand jury, 
Castles reported. 
The sheriff indicated the shoot- 


Ing, which occurred August 11, 
under 
mysterious circumstances, 
probably was an accident. 


The fatal gun was among 14 


.22 rifles taken by county officers 
to the Department of Public Safe- 
ty 
laboratory 
in Austin last 


Thursday. 
The rifles were 'gath- 


ered in the Oak Grove commu- 
nity by deputy sheriffs and Con- 
stable Chester Kyser of Kerens. 


Mrs. Strangs was found in a 


dying condition by 'her husband 
about 4 p. m., Aug. 11. She had 
left 
the 
family 
residence 
en 
route to a nearby garden when the 


. bullet struck her, it was reported. 


A .22 "long" rifle bullet had en- 
tered the left side, penetrated a 
rib and then proceeded through 
the heart and both lungs, lodging 
under a shoulder blade. 


Officers had felt that the shoot- 
Ing was accidental—probably 
a 
stray bullet—but an intensive in- 
vestigation was launched to solve 
the mystery. 


Ballistics tests in Austin showed 
that the rifle in ciuestion was the 
one which fired the fatal bullet, 
Castles 
reported. 
Its 
owner, a 33-year-old war 
veteran, who spent 40 months in 
a Japanese prison camp, lives near 
the 
Strange 
residence. 
He ad- 
mitted shooting blackbirds on the 
afternoon 
of

• victim's death, 
Sheriff Castles said. 


The man told officers he fired 


his rifle twice while on, his front 
porch—a distance of .4 mile from 
the strange home.
